Pontiac, Mich. — w — Strikers 


who had held the General Motors 
Fisher body plant here since Wed- 
nesday evening marched 
out at 


10:30 A. M. (CST) today, led by 
Homer Martin, international presi- 
dent. 


Martin, who entered the plant at 


9 A. M.. C.S.T.. said 
when 
he 


emerged that the strikers had voted 
unanimously to evacuate the plant. 


He said the company would be 


notified at once that the men had 
left and that he would attempt to 
open negotiations 
on 
grievances 


which caused the strike. 


The strike, which began without 


warning Wednesday 'when a few 
hundred members of the night shift 
refused to work because the com- 
pany insisted upon the suspension 
of four men whom it blamed for a 
previous unauthorized strike, end- 
ed just as unexpectedly. 


Strike Unauthorized 


The men had refused to heed ap- 


peals of the international officers 
and of the international executive 
board, which was summoned into 
emergency session 
yesterday 
by 


Martin. The board recessed at 8:30 
A. M. until 2 P. M. after issuing a 
statement describing the strike as 
"unauthorized and unsanctioned." 
That statement came after 23 hours 
of nearly continuous conferences. 


Although one striker, guarding 


entrance to the plant, said the men 
would "turn'a fire hose" on Martin 
if he should appear, Martin and his 
secretary. Miss Vivian Fox, went 
directly to the plant in a taxicab 
from the board meeting. Leonard 
Netzorg. Detroit U.AW.A. attorney 
who accompanied them into the 
plant, said he understood the strik- 
ers had invited Martin to appear 
before them. 


The international president was 


reported to have told the men that 
their strike "jeopardized the very 


- ffia" of the union. 


Netzorg said the men gave Martin 


a respectful audience, but asked 


-•numerous questions when he com- 
pleted his speech. 


,Ready for work \ 


•- » When he emerged, Martin ^said 


that "the men are ready to go back 
to work at any time; it is up to the 
corporation when they want to start 
operations." 


He declined to say whether he 


had promised the strikers that the 
union would fight for the retention 
of their jobs and for the reinstate- 
ment of four men whose suspension 
the company demanded for alleged 
leadership in a previous unautho- 
rized strike. 


He said all members of the Pon- 


tiac local would attend a mass meet- 
ing late today. 


Shortly before Martin 
reached 


the plant, the strikers permitted a 
dozen company officials, who had 
been in the plant overnight, to de- 
part. 


After two meetings that 
lasted 


throughout the night between com- 
mittees of the sit downers and the 
international board, the board issued 
a statement commending "the pa- 
tience" of the striking employes, 
but asserting that "strikes of this 
kind will not be tolerated.

He seeks to unite 
men by the profitable and peace- 
able exchange of their 
produce. 


These bills divide men in an un- 
profitable animosity arising 
from 
their several attempts to use the 
[overnment to enrich 
themselves 
by levying tolls on the others. 


Whereas Mr. Hull's principles, if 


consistently applied, make for free- 
dom, productivity and peace, the 
collectivist principles of the farm

and lobor bills make for despotic 
interference, for arbitrary govern- 
ment, for general impoverishment, 
and for parochial bitterness. Surely 
it would be well for Mr. Roosevelt, 
who has such a passion for planning 
and coordination in the abstract, to 
begin by planning and co-ordinat- 
ing his own basic principles. It is 
a -big thing to do and he must not 
entrust that task of fundamental 
co-ordination to his co-ordinating 
son: it is a task that can be accom- 
plished only by the President of the 
United States in his role as leader 
of the whole people.

Mutual Understanding 


in Kimberly-Clark

Relations talk No. 3 


Industrial warfare has been front page news for four long years. 


Most of us get our ideas o! what industrial life is liko from'what is "Head 


line" news. Just now, a growing number of sensible citizens are asking why 
employers and employees in industry can't get along as other people do, with- 
out so much friction, strife, and damage to innocent by-standers. 


In a word, the public seems to be fed up on industrial strife. 


The Kimberly-Clark management takes this space to talk industrial 


peace, not industrial warfare. We believe it is time that someone" 
should "speak out in meeting", — to tell the secret of peace and under- 
standing between employer and employee^ For there canTbe mu- 
tual understanding under any factory roof, provided, management and 
employees will:pay the price. 


WHAT, THEN, IS THE PRICE OF INDUSTRIAL PEACE? 
First—The management must recognize that human relations in indus- 


try are a major issue, not a sideline, We may say, without any sen- 
timentality, that these questions of industrial relations demand both 
brain and heart.. They call for the best'brains and hearts there are 
in the management of the company, the supervisory staff, and the 
employees themselves. 


f 


Second—Wages and hours are vitally important but we must recognize 


that there is much more to good industrial relations than good wag- 
es and hours. Mr. J. David Houser expressed it when he said: "What 
the employee wants in the situation where he spends half of his 
waking hours, and most of his energy is exactly what every human 
being asks of life: respect for his personality, his human dignity, 
an environment thai he comprehends, and a sense that he is pro- 
gressing." 


Third—Enduring human relationships in factory or mill call for open- 


minded, fearless but friendly talk between employees themselves, 
their direct representatives, and members of the management, — 
and lots of it. 


In my remarks of November 8. I referred to the thousands of hours (this is not 


overstated) that have been devoted to management-employee discussions in this 
Kimberly-Clark organization. Many features of industrial life are controversial; 
they always have been, and always will be controversial. It is only through re- 
peated regular meetings and much informal conversation that men and women 
in the working force and management may gel to know each other, may come 
to understand each other, and finally, to respect and trust each other. Such con- 
versations produce the raw materials out of which mutually satisfactory decisions 
are made. This program costs heavily in time, in patience, and in money. It is 
much the same in any other worthwhile accomplishment. For vears employees 
and management of Kimberly-Clark have done it this way. 


"Simple" you say? Yes, simple, but important! In these days when 


our national life is so beset with cross currents, it is well for us to think 
more about some of the simple fundamentals. 


* * * * * * * * * 
In closing this talk I am going to make two statements on behalf of our 
Kimberly-Clark management. 


1. We have gotten a lot of sound education out of the countless hours 


of debate and discussion with representatives of employees these 
past four years. There are doubtless many employees of the com- 
pany who can also say as much. 


2. As a result of this relationship, we believe the Kimberly-Clark or- 


ganization is now governed by fairer, more liberal company pol- 
icy s (we call them standard instructions) than this or any other man- 
agement could work out by themselves.

As has been stated in previous talks, employees and management 


now find themselves without a collective bargaining agency, certified 
as such under existing law. But let us be clear on this point:—It is our 
purpose in these talks to emphasize normal, friendly, constructive rela- 
tions in industry. It is not our purpose to encourage or to discredit any 
form of employee organization. That choice/ as every Kimberly-Clark 
man or woman knows, is entirely in their hands. They are free to join 
any organization or no organization. 


With changing conditions, it will become necessary for management, 


on its own initiative, to modify standard instructions, or add new ones. 
These changes or additions cannot, under existing conditions, be made 
through formal collective bargaining. Such changes will be made, how- 
ever, only after advice and counsel with the men and women who are to 
uve under the new or altered instructions.

This docs not mean that these

• kets are behaving as if they didn't 


believe Mr. Roosevelt was aware 
as yet of the panicky trend of 
business 
conditions. But it must 


not be forgotten that Mr. Roose- 
velt 
has been ill ihese last few 


days with an abscessed tooth and 
an intestinal disturbance, and no- 
body can 
be 
aggressive under 


those circumstances 


Mr. Roosevelt needs at the mo- 


ment every ounce of energy and 
good health, for the problems that 
surround him are more terrifying 
than any he has 
faced 
in 
his 


whole career. It is natural for him 
to be as piqued about the business- 
men as they arc 
piqued about 


him. He is surrounded by radicals 
who tell him that business 
will 


not cooperate with him and that 
business will only respond if an 
iron hand of discipline is inter- 
posed. 


These accusations are unfair and 


untrue, but. on the other hand, 
the businessmen who received so 
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coldly the address of Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau at the 
meeting of the Academy of Politi- 
cal Science did not enhance the 
administration's 
expectation 
of 


cooperation when the gesture of 
goodwill was made. 


Morgentbau Wants Revision 


It ought not to be overlooked 


that Mr. Morgenthau 
has 
been 


fighting inside the cabinet for the 
last 
two years for a balanced 


budgetary trend, that he is today 
the chief adviser of the president 
on tax policies and that, at his 
side, guiding him in the technical 
aspects of taxation, is Undersecre- 
tary MaGill, one of the ablest ex- 
perts in tax matters in the coun- 
try. 


The press of the nation did greet 


the Morgenthau speech with favor, 
and the response from business- 
men in other sections of the coun- 
try has apparently been 
exten- 


sive. If the New York businessmen 
only realized it, the secretary of 
the treasury is today their chief 
champion in the campaign to get 
a more equitable and better bal- 
anced tax system. Mr. Morgenthau 
has staked his position and future 
on his ability to carry through 
with the president a tax revision 
plan that will commend itself to 
the country. 


The secretary deserves the en- 


couragement and support of those 
elements 
in American 
business 


which want to see. as a first step 
in a true recovery program, the 
amendment and revision of our 
tax structure. 


But the place for the drive at 


the moment is not m the executive 
branch of the government. It is 
in congress, where there are still 
members 
who believe the crisis 


in the nation's economic affairs is 
more fanciful than real. The most 
hopeful development is the way 
Chairman Vinson and other mem- 
bers of the house ways and means 
committee feel about the need for 
revision of the undistributed sur- 
plus tax. They are considering im- 
portant changes, but. 
thus 
far.

changes are scheduled for 


January or February, 
when, 
in 


truth, 
business 
wants to know 


now what its taxes for 1937 will 
be. If eventually the undistribut- 
ed surplus tax is to be repealed, 
a joint 
icsolution 
doing it now 


would unquestionably lift the spir- 
its and morale of the whole econo- 
mic system far beyond the intrin- 
sic merits of the proposal itself. 
It would be a gesture that meant 
good faith in a program of cooper- 
ation between business and gov- 
ernment.

said. He handles about 10.000 cases 
of this annually and about 20.000 
annually of civil matters. He also 
files Claims for liens, has charge 
of naturalization and is librarian 
for the county law library. His 
work with the jury and with circuit 
court is particularly important and 
must be dock'etted correctly.

WHEN DEMOCRACY GETS GAY 
During the last four years the nation 


has spent more than 20 billion dollars 
above its income for the purpose of dis- 
covering and bringing solace to the for- 
gotten man. 


The government did have men who 


insisted upon an intelligent survey of un- 
employment before opening the money 
bags but they were suitably squelched 
for talking out of turn. 


Mr. Roosevelt was believed to know 


all about the forgotten man and the others 
therefore bowed themselves out pf the 
scene and permitted him full sway in his 
great quest. 


The President's idea then seemed to be 


that an unemployment census would be a 
reflection upon his understanding of the 
problem and a criticism of his own intel- 
ligence. So the puzzle for congress to 
solve was whether to act unintelligently 
in order not to reflect upon the President's 
intelligence or lo act intelligently and save 
anywhere from 5 to 15 billions. 


Congress decided in favor of squelch- 


ing its own conclusions for those of the 
Sage of Hyde Park. 


Men who had verbally lorn Presidents 


Hoover and Coolidge to pieces for not 
having an unemployment census were 
strangely quiet, Senator LaFollette among 
them. Mr. Roosevelt's idea seemed to be 
that by spreading 20 billion dollars more 
than our income all over the country the 
forgotten man, if hiding out in a rabbit 
, hole, would be forced out of his conceal- 
ment and the President might bring him 
home and write a new verse for "Papa 
Goes A-hunting." But 
after 
the 20 


billions were gone, and gone for good, no 
one had the rabbit, no new verse was 
written for Baby Bunting, and so the un- 
employment census was undertaken as a 
means of diversion at least. While Ihis 
census was pending Ihe authorities in 
New York City have examined into the 
conditions of the 349,000 adulls receiving 
aid from the Emergency Relief Bureau. 
They report that 210,000 of these people 
are unable lo meet employment require- 
ments, that is they are neither physically 
or mentally capable of performing in an 
intelligent manner the duties of Ihe av- 
erage job. 
They express the hope that 


many of these men and women may be 
made employable by suitable training. 
But that is a hope and a far-fetched hope. 
Who would train them? The government 
that has helped bring about their condi- 
tion by hunting out rabbit holes? 


What can be expected of a government 


whose head now asks industry to put more 
men to work after he has beer, responsible 
not only for raising industry's taxes and 
creating entirely new taxes upon it, a load 
that may be passed on to the public, but 
compelling it to pay out what money it 
had left in dividends? 


Anyone who can in such a situation 


say to business, "Why don't you spend 
more money getting the unemployed back 
to work?" might be expected to flood the 
country with another 40 billion dollars 
still insisting that the forgotten man is 
hiding in some rabbit hole. 


TAX EXEMPT BONDS AGAIN 


Though one may happen to be among 


those who do not believe in tax exempt 
bonds he should never join in the de- 
vious back alley methods of trying to 
circumvent plain propositions of law with- 
out submitting them to the people in 
order to see his opinion prevail. 
Bonds 


of the United States government are now 
taxable—by the United States govern- 
ment. The states cannot tax such securi- 
ties. But this is not of great consequence 
because state income taxes are small in 
comparison to federal taxes of like brand. 


Yet the federal government cannot tax 


municipal or state bonds. 
And there is 


the hitch. 


There seems no straightforward \vay 


out excepting by constitutional amend- 
ment. To be entirely honorable about the 
matter the amendment should only affect 
new issues because bonds already issued 
were sold in full recognition of the fact 
that the federal government could not tax 
the interest paid upon them, and those 
who bought them paid a higher price by 
reason of that condition. 


In other words the state or munici- 


pality has received full consideration by 
obtaining a very low interest rate. For 
the federal government to tax the income 
on these bonds' before the time set for 
their maturity would be to doublccross 


the owners. 
Sometimes m government 


does deceive and defraud its own people 
but it runs a great hazard when it tries 
that game. 


Isn't it strange that we have had this 


liberal government in power lor so long 
and so completely that has preached 
from every rostrum in the land so loudly 
about those purple faced boys who owned 
tax exempt bonds and yet haven't been 
able to find time to write a constitutional 
amendment to change the situation? 


WOMEN WORKERS 


In any fistful of letters to the editor 


the copy boy dumps on the desk in the 
morning the odds are there will be at 
least one in which an indignant writer 
will complain because women who ought 
to be washing dishes and making beds 
are holding down jobs belonging rightful- 
ly to men. 


Are they? 
The international labor bureau in Gen- 


eva wanted to know whether the claim 
could be supported in the United States 
and the labor office in Washington set 
about getting the answer. A counting of 
noses was out of the question but there 
was information in the department's files 
on which was based an estimate that more 
than one-fifth of the women in the United 
States are gainfully employed and that 
more than one-third of this group of elev- 
en millions also takes care of the house- 
work. 


Apparently the letter writers score 


there. 


But the records show, too, that an esti- 


mated one-tenth of the women workers 
support families of two or more persons 
and that many other women assist in sup- 
porting families. 


The records show, loo, that men earn 


more than women in identical jobs and 
that the majority of employed women are 
doing work that most men could not or 
would not do. They are domestics, mani- 
curists and hair-dressers, the workers in 
laundries. 


The argument is not settled. It has 


been shaping up since the last Great war 
when women carried on men's work. 


The Washington bureau report gives 


the woman worker the best of it, takes 
issue with the argument that employment 
of women is a cause of unemployment of 
men, says, ''Ordinarily the jobs performed 
by the two sexes differ, and hence re- 
placement as such does not occur." 


But let no one think that will settle 


the argument. 


Women are in business and in indus- 


try and they are there to stay. 


They will stay because they do their 


work in efficent fashion. 


One may hazard the suggestion that 


the letter writers will have something 
about which to complain for a good many 
years to come. 


INSIDE HELP 


Three of Ihe worst hoodlums in the 


country were in the county jail'at Janes- 
ville, New York, awaiting transfer to 
Alcatraz. 


They were villainous men who had 


devoted their lives to the most villainous 
of criminal acts. 


Yet they walked out of that jail. They 


cut its iron bars. They held up its offi- 
cers with loaded guns. 


Where did they get the guns? 
Where 


did they find the shy and 
soft-hearted 


officers? 
How did they get the saws? 


Where were the officers when they were 
sawing bars? 
Of course they had help 


from outside. But didn't they have help 
from inside too? 


A hoodlum thinks he is fortunate when 


either a dishonest or a dumb officer is 
assigned to care for him, and probably 
lie prefers the laller since it leaves his 
bankroll secure. 


CRACKING THE ALKY FARM 


The federal government has but re- 


cently geared itself up into a killing gait 
for the illicit alcohol makers. 


It confiscates even the farms upon 


which their product is made. 


The case of John Jursich, who owned 


a farm in northern Illinois and leased it 
to a still operator, has just been decided 
by the federal courts under acts of con- 
gress that permit confiscation of the en- 
lire property upon which illegal acts of 
this nature take place. 


The Jursich farm comprised 151 acres 


of land. Jursich at least went through the 
forms of making a transfer to Horn who 
made a partial payment and pretended 
that he was using the farm for legitimate 
purposes. 


Jursich claimed he knew nothing of 


the illegal acts. But courts have become 
rather skeptical of these thinly veneered 
alibis. 
Anyway the government of the 


United States now owns the farm, the en- 
tire 151 acres, and farmers who have jock- 
eyed with the alky business knoxv now 
they jeopardize their farms as well as 
their shirts and their hides by becoming 
involved with the hoodlums.

fit's drill time amazingly. 


The officers and soldiers are 


properly respectful of veterans of 
the several wars, all of whom are 
entitled to Arlington burial. But 
after all, they don't know one in 
a hundred of the men whose bodies 
are brought to 'Arlington for burial. 


The result is that funeral duty, 


in the eyes of the soldier and his 
boss, means merely a half hour 
ride in a truck to the grave side, 
a period of standing at attention 
while taps is blown and then a 
bangaway into the air with blanks 
in the salute to which each war- 
rior is entitled.

the golden jubilee or Kaukauna's 
incorporation as a city. This is the 
t«nth of a series of articles tracinc 
the history of Kaukauna from early 
times.) 


Kaukauna—In the early part of 


1892 the citizens of Kaukauna be- 
gan to.petition the council for a 
system of city waterworks. 
The 


council finally took action on these 
requests, in May of that year ap- 
pointing a committee, consisting of 
the mayor, city attorney, three al- 
dermen and one citizen from each 
ward, to investigate the subject of 
installing a system of waterworks. 
The committee was empowered to 
visit other cities, and to report to 
the council what in their opinion 
was the proper method. 


The committee 
was 
especially 


asked to decide whether it would 
be best for the city to construct its 
own system or to grant a franchise 
to a firm or company to erect and 
maintain privately. The council, in 
addition, generously 
provided a 


traveling allowance of three cents 
a mile for the committee, but re- 
fused any further compensation for 
their work. The committee took 10 
months to investigate, and finally 
reported in February of 1873 that 
they were in favor of an artesian 
well system, 
and recommended 


that the council employ W. F. Good- 
hue of Milwaukee to do the work. 
The artesian well system was called 
the only feasible plan, and the call- 
ing in of an expert was asked to 
make plans for a system of piping, 
the location of jumping stations and 
the building of a water tower. 


Bids for the 
system of water 


works were called for. but. when 
they were opened in March of 1893, 
were all rejected as too expensive, 
and the question was forgotten for 
a time. 


At this time another petition was 


presented to the council, dealing 
with the matter of police protec- 
tion. Up until then the city had 
provided only night watchmen, no 
day policemen being deemed nec- 
essary. The petition asked that the 
council create the office of day po- 
lice officer and appoint someone 
to fill it. The request was grant- 
ed, and an officer appointed by the 
mayor and confirmed by the coun- 
cil He was to hold office for one 
year, starting May 1. 1893. and after 
yearly renewals the position was 
made permanent.
